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Southern Alberta Farmers Do Not 


Fear Possibility of Crop Shortage 


Bushels. 


Bulletin Staff Correspondence, 

Cardston, Aug. 21.—A Western 
writer in one of the leading financial 
journals of the East, sketching the 
true state of mind of the Western 
communities last spring, with respect 
to a possible trade reaction, stated 
that a crop shortage was the only con. 
dition that would cause such a reac- 
tion, and, that as far as the West 
Was concerned it was not disposed to 
fecept even as a possidility the event 
of a harvest shortage, This statement 
exactly describes the mood of — the 
farmers of Cardston and the whole 
district east and north of Raymond, 
There is no crop shortage here, either 
in acreage or yield. Last year a great 
dent of fall wheat seeding done 
and today Cardston farmers are reap+ 
ing the best crop known in the his- 
tory of the district, 

“Tf we take any reasonable care in 
preparing the soil end seeding,” said 
Bishop J, A. Hammer, “we never 
fear a failure.” 

Cool Last Sunday Night. 

The weather for the last ten days 
has been favorable to ripening and 
cutting. Sunday night was cool with 
considerable rain and wind which 
laid many heavy spots down, tangling 
the grain badly and rendering cufting 
operations exceedingly difficult. Mon- 
day morning opened bright and warm

and tonight the most of the lying 
“train bas been recovered. 


The bulk of the crop grown here is 
winter wheat, chiefly Alberta Red and 
considerable quantities of Odessa, one 
of the hardest of the soft wheats, 
Spring wheat is also grown. Fre- 
quently farmers are not able to com 
plete seeding in the fall and conse- 
quently supplement the fall wheat 
crops with spring sowing. Preston is 
the most popular variety, It is a 
good yielder and grades well. 

As.in all parts of the fall wheat belt 
in Alberta this year the winter crops 
vame through in splendid condition. 
Views “ac nO winter-killed wheat in 
the south this year and not one acre 
was plowed up and resown. 

In the spring of 1906 4 considerable 
percentage of the winter wheat was 
plowed up in. complete ignorance of 
the fact that the plant was quite vig- 
orous and capadle of growth and ma- 
turity, although apparently dead. 
That was one of the peculiar and dis- 
turbing conditions that obtained last 
year, and which was absolutely want- 
ing this spring. Several farmers here 


as well ag at Pineher told me that on 
the first of June, 1906, the fall wheat 
fields were bare, yet they grew and 


ripened in periods varying from ix to 
eight weeks, yielding trom 22 to 80 
bushels per acre, This year the crop 
came out green in the spring aud has 
steadily grown and matured without 
interruption through the comparative- 
ly cool and damp season. 
Experienced wheat growers here de-j 
scribe these conditions as being ideal 
for a healthy clean ecrep, and a high 
grade sample, The tall, clean, heavy 


headed stalks to be seen in a day’s 
drive-through thousands ef acres of 


uncut fields and stooks, stoutly attest 
the truth of such a statement. 
Eaual Any in West. 

The erops here bear favorable com- 
parison with any in the entire west of 
Canada or the States. Mr. John W. 
Wolf, M. P. P., for Cardston, himself 
one of the largest wheat growers in 
the district, has just returned from 
a trip through seven of the Western 


States, and nowhere did he see bet- 
ter crops than in the Cardston dis- 
trict. Hesays the grain is just as far 


advanced herve as in the famous Cache 
county, Utah, long celebrated as one 
of the best wheat sections of the Uni- 
ted States.

Evidences of System. 


There is evidence of careful and 
systematic farming shown through 
out the length and breadth of this en- 
tire wheat district. The farmers, in- 
deed, farm and vie with one another 
in producing the best crops the soil 
and intelligent methods will realize, 

To show how keen is the rivalry and 


how excellent are the results one has 
only to quote the standing of the 
winners in the recent field competi. 
tion, for the pries awarded by the} 
Agricultural Society for the best field 
of crop, The first prie was won by 
Arthur Pitcher, whose field scored 
92.5 points in 100, Bimpson Woolf 
was next with 92 points and Thom-| 


Wheat Is Harvested, Labor Is Scarce, 
Receive 10 Cts.

as Woolford third with 91 points. 
Other competitors were close up with 
scores of 90 and &9. 

Paradoxial as it may seem the cool 
damp summer through June and July 
and part of August afforded the best 
conditions for late sown spring wheat. 
It was thought at the time the spring 
wheat was sown that the young and 
tender plants would too soon be sub- 
jected to the blighting influence of the 
extreme hot weather which would nat- 
urally follow in June and July. On 
the contrary, the weather remained 
cooler than usual and gave the young 
plants a chance to mature to that de- 
gree when they normally required a 
hotter season. 

The spring wheat is not ripe here 
yet, but before the fall wheat is all 
in the stook the spring wheat fields 
will be ready. 

The farmers of this district will be 


rushed irom this date until Christ- 
mas, The fall wheat acreage is a half 
larger than last vear when 25 per 
cent, of it was leit unthreshed until 
this spring. In fact, | saw a few 
stacks today that were put up from 
the shock last June, The wheat is 


in good condition and will be thresh 
ed this fall, Mr. James P. Law, of the 
Alberta Pacific Elevator Company, 
here, told me that he received into 
the elevator in Cardston wheat of 
1906 threshed on August Ist, 1907, 
that graded No. 1 Alberta Red, More 
threshing outfits have come into the 
district this year and every attempt 
to handle the crop in good time is 
being made, Harvest labor, however, 
is searce, which will interfere with 
the expeditious disposal of the mam- 


moth erop, Two hundred men are 
needed at onee from Raymond toe 
Cardston. In view of the compara- 


tively light harvest in Manitoba, it is 
possible that many of the harvest 
hands arriving from the East will be 
carried on past Moose Jaw to points 
as far west as Pincher Creek and 
Cardston. <A requisition for a supply 
ef harvesters is being’ sent to the C. 
P. R. aathorities at Winnipeg. 
No Damage to Tender Plants. 

The last few nights have been cool 
though the days have been bright and 
hot, Last night frost was feared. To- 
day I drove through a small strip of 


spring wheat that was very green, 
just coming in the milk gc, an ex- 
cellent victim for early frost. No 


traces of damage were discoverable. 
Cucumbers, corn aml potatoes were in 
splendid condition. A great number 


of the potato plants are still in: flow- 
er and the delicate and beautiful 
white and lilac petals are fresh and 
unharmed, A Chinaman living one 
and a half miles west of the town 
has 60 acres of potatoes which he is 
selling for $30 a ton loaded on the 
cars here, He estimates he will have 
between seven and eight tons per 
acre. This morning the Chinaman 
told me some of his squashes were 
slightly damaged by tre “Squashee 
freeze, not pretty bad,” said he and 


gave a merry little Chinese Hee! hee! 
His potatoes, beets and carrots were 
sale. 

There is very little spring wheat 
that is not well advaneed and well 
on into the dough stage, practically 
beyond the reach of frosi. The yield 
is estimated as high as 40 bushels and 
as low as 30 bushels. 

No oats are ripe yet. They are for 
the most part turning and are a 
heavy crop. Some fields will easily 
run from 90 to 100 bushels if they are 
permitted to reach maturity without 


frosts. Other fields are estimated as 
low as 50 bushels A considerable 


quantity of oats were sown for green 


feed and hay, Other crops are 
sparsely cultivated here. 
Alberta Red the First Crop, 
Alberta Red is the premier crop. 


Prof. Ten Kyck, of the Kansas State 
Coilege, visited here last week. The 
crops astonished him, He declared 
they were without exception the best 
he had ever seen, Almost every 
farmer in the district has inquiries 
from farmers and seedmen in Dakota 
Nebraska, and Kansas for seed grain. 
Hundreds of bushels are being sold 
for this purpose for $1 a bushel, 
Another observation that should not 
escape notice is the fact that wheat 
everywhere [| have visited has no 
smut or other injurious parasites, 
There is no chitaeh bugs, green bugs, 
nor Hessian fly. There’s just wheat, 
Prices at the elevator here will be 
ten cents higher at the open of the 
crop movement this year than last. 
The last car was shipped from here 
on Mouday and the elevator is clean, 
With the increased price of wheat 
and the reduction in freigift the farm- 


ers will have liberal returns for their 
labor. The A. R. & I. Railway Com- 
pany give all points on the Jine a flat 
rate making them competitive with 
Pincher and Macleod on the main 
line, The rate is 30 cents per hun-

the railway. Less or more wheat was 
grown ever since Cardston was found- 
ed twenty years ago, but without 
transportation there was no market 
unless the grain was ‘‘toted”’ to Letn- 
bridge. Most of the wheat in those 
days was fed to hogs and a consider- 
able development of the hog indus- 
try followed. Butgwithin the last eight 
years wheat has become too dear to 
feed, and hog raising has fallen off, 
With the extension of the A. R. & 
I, to Spring Coulee access was obtain- 
ed to the markets east and west. The 
establishment of flour mills at Ray- 
mond and Cardston followed, creating 
at once a competitive local market, 
as the millers paid generally from one 
to two cents above the elevators. 
Know How to Grow Wheat. 

The Cardston district has always 
been settled by men who were famil- 
iar with the growing of wheat. Com- 
ing from the dry farming belt of the 
Western States as many of them did, 
they were surprised at comparative 
ease with which winter wheat 
could be grown in Alberta, It is true 
that winter wheat had been grown 
in the south sinee 1861 by Charles 
Kettles of Pincher Creek, but as the 
settlers there were really cattle men 
they treated Kettle’s success as a cu- 
riosity. The Mormons are the pio- 
neers in the fall wheat industry in 
the Canadian West. In 1887 the first 
settlement was founded at Cardston. 
The settlers brought with them win- 
ter wheat of the “Odessa variety.” 
The quantity produced was not very 
great. The crops were always a sue- 
cess, but there was no transportation 
and no British Columbia or Oriental 
market. 


In 1901 the first car of T y Red 
was shipped from Kansas and Nebras 
ka into Alberta by Walter H. Brown 


and Ezra Thompson of Spring Coulee 
It arrived on September 15th and waa 
immediately sown, The produce of the 
first carload was sold the next year 
for seed. Next year the C. P, R. 
brought in large quantities trom the 
states and sold it all over Southern 
Alberta, Since then the Turkey Red 
has remarkably improved in sample 
and spread all over the prov- 
ince, hought it has always been a 
success in the Western wheat States, 
Turkey Red is a much greater success 
in Alberta and to bheeome 
the premier cereal crop of the south- 
ern part of the province especially 
Means Much to Alberta. 

The importance of this cereal in 
the economy of the agricultural inter. 
ests of Alberta cannot be overesti- 
mated as the following from one of the 
leading agricultural papers in the 
West indicates: 

“Just what the introduction of ‘Al- 
berta Red’ into Alberta has done for 
the province cannot be accurately es- 
timated. To anyone who travelled 
over the country from Calgary to Ma- 
cleod before its introduction and who 
again mekes the journey in the year 
1907, the change is quite evident anc 
is indeed marvellous The towns of 
Okotoks and High River were barely 
in existence and the other places 
along the line were only stations or 
watering tanks. Now we see prosper- 
ous towns every few miles and eleva 
tors at every station and at some sev- 
eral of them and all unable to handle

the crops. The introduction of hard 
winter wheat has not done it all. But 
it certainly must be given a great 


share of the credit, and probably a 
greater share than any other single 
tactor.”’

Lethbridge and Cardston, coraprising 
miles of wheat and townships of fine 
grass prairie From Lethbridge’ for 
ten miles southeast the route of the 
railway traverses an irrigated region 
with magnificent crops of wheat, oats 
and alfalfa, The first crop of alfalfa 
is cut and in stacks, Until the busy 
town of Raymond with its big sugar 


“actory and flour mill heaves into 
view, the railway runs through the 
unbroken prairie, At Raymond the 


green fields of sugar beets stretch on 
every side and here the duty of irri- 
gation is seen at its best, and the 
thrift and energy of the town is evi- 
dgneed by the two manufactories that 
convert the premier products of the 
district into the finished article 
Raymond flour and Raymond sugar 
are known all over the West. From 
this point southwest to the end cf 
the line one gets the impression that 
farming is carried on in earnest 
The farm houses are numerous, most

of them painted and apparently well 
kept, as if the people enjoyed living 
and are attempting to make tasteful 
and attractive homes 

The Glow of Harvest Here. 

The gently undulating valley that 
lies between the Milk river ridge on 
the east and the Blood badian Re. 
serve on the west watered by the 
beautiful St, Mary’s river forms the 
famous wheat district of Raymond, 
Magrath and Cryrdston, Today it is 
the busiest portion in the province. 
Here is seen the real glow of harvest. 
Far away on either side of the rail- 
way and dipping over the sky line 
stretch rich yellow brown fields ef 
ripened wheat waving and scintillat- 
ing in the white heat of a typical 
Alberta day. A dark spot here and 
there on the yellow fringe suggests 
at once the sizzling noise of the 
binder knife and the rancous clatter 
of the rakes as .-e tall grain is swept

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In a remote portion of Athabasca, 


THE PEACE RIVER WHEAT

flows between the distant Caribou Moun- 
tains to the north, and the equally dis 
tant Buffalo Mountains to the south, 
are located the most northerly wheat 


fields of the American continent, “There 
are in certain years very small patches 
of wheat in regions farther north, but 
these are so small as to be inoonsider- 
able. The wheat fields on the banks of 
the Peace at Fort Vermilion, on the 
contrary, were sufticiently extensive 
many years ago to warrant the erection 
of a flour mill, and at the present time 
4 pinnt, equipped with the most modern 
Machinery for the production of flour, 
is operated by the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany there, 
400 Miles North. 


The first trading post at the present 
Fort Vermilion, was established almost 
a hundred years ago, The wepresenta- 
tives of the Hudson's Bay Company” en- 
tered the country from the east, dna, 
having established a post, the company 
have continued to do business there ever 
tince with the Indians of the district. 
The depot was located about one hun- 
dred and fifty miles to the east of Lake 
Athabasca, and four hundred miles in 
a straight line from the present city of 
Edmonton, There was of course, no city 
of Kdmonton in those days, and the 
modern traveller who should anticipate 
that he would be able to reach Fort 
Vermilion by travelling four hundred 
miles from Edmonton would find that he 
had to go almost as far again before 
reaching his desired destination, 

Vor many years after the trading com- 
pany had established itself at ‘Fort Ver- 
milion, the point served as a centre for 
the Indians, but there were few white 
people in any portion of the territory. 
During recent years occasional colonists 
have arrived, and there has been estab- 
lished a settlement of about five hundred 
People, many of whom are interested 
“teotly in the raising of wheat. 

Wheat $1.75 a Bushel. 

it is needless to say that none of this 
grain is exported. The local demand is 
proportionately large, exceeding the sup- 
ply, and the product is readily sold for 
one dollar and a half a bushel, Last 
season, owing to local conditions, a 
combination of the growers of wheat was 
effected and the price was raised to $1.75 
per bushel. In addition to wheat grow- 
ing, all of the agriculturists are engaged 
in raising cattle, and some of them trade 
with the Indians for furs, the most re- 
Munerative occupation in the country, 
despite the fact that wheat is sold at 
so high a price, 

Such supplies as are required are for- 
warded from Edmonton, From that dis- 
tributing point, caravans depart at vari- 
ous times during the year for Athabasca 
Landing, distant one hundred miles 
From the Landing steamboat accommo- 
dation can be had on the Athabasea 
River, the Slave River and Lesser Slave 
Lake, From the latter shipment must 
be made overland to the Peace River, on 
which excellent steamboat accommoda- 
tion is provided to Fort Vermilion, Such 
a system of transportation, while a great 
improvement on the condition which ex- 
isted in previous years, involves high 
freight rates, with resulting high prices 
at the Fort. So much is this the case 
that the agriculturists state that al- 
though there is a firm demand for wheat 
at from $1.50 to $1.75 per bushel, the 
position of the farmer is not too enviable 


The high price of supplies deprives him 
of the returns which would otherwise 
accrue to him, On the advent of rail- 


ways the price of grain will be reduced, 

and the farmers claim that they will be 

better off. ‘ 
Winter Transportation. 

Mail is forwarded regularly from the 
south by steamer or canoe in the sum- 
mer and by dog sleigh in the winter. 
ihe amount which can be aeliver 
during the winter is limited to eight 
hundred pounds, Four trips are mad 
during this and two hundred 
pounds per trip is the limit. Two men 
are sent out with the cons'gnment, one 
ahead to break the way, the other fol- 
lowing to drive the dogs and occasional- 
ly to aid them in pushing on the sleigh 
from the rear. During one of the trips 
a few years ago the two men sent south 
from the Fort became exhausted owing 
to the depth of the snow and were com- 
pelled to return. A third man was de- 
spatched with them and succeeded in 
making the trip through to the Crossing 
from which point the mail is sent on 
to Athabasea Landing.

BRADSTREET’S AND 
DUN’S REVIEWS 


Of Trade Creditors During the 
Week. Business Shows Con- 
siderable Buying. 


——y 


New York, Aug. 23.—Bradatreet's to- 
morrow will say: ‘Buyers’ excursions 
have been a feature of the week, and 
the leading primary markets of the 
country have been filled with country 
merchants, As a result house trade 


has been stimulated, and orders for 
the dry goods, clothing and shoes, 
show considerable improvement. Fall 
goods shipments, except at a few cen- 
tres, are said to equal a year ago at 
this date, the volume being made up 
of numeroug orders rather than by 
any new interest or of heavy business, 
In fact many merehants display a 
disposition to go slow, fedring that 
orders may fall off, not because of a 
decline in consumption, but merely 
a display of tightness, The cotton 
goods situation is in an almost un- 
precedented cond.tion, In spite of 
high priced raw material, the mills 
are prosperous, dividends large, sur- 
plus heavy, and their stocks sell at 
high prices. On the other hand, ow- 
ing to the uncertain money situation 
and some minor labor troubles, there 
is an increasing under-current of con- 
servatism in the trade, The mills are 
oversold, many makes are ‘“‘at value’’ 
and some of the manufacturers are 
refusing orders. Taken all in all the 
situation is such as to repay examin- 


ation. While orders on the books of 
English cotton mills are very large, 
new business is considerably lighter. 


This is especially true Of cloth, new 
demand for which is especially light. 
Efforts to bring about smaller pro- 
duction are noted. Shipments in cloth 
and yarn, all on old orders, are very 
large, New mill building is still be- 
ing done, despite the high cost of ma- 
chinery, and there is little doubt that 
yarn production will be heavily in- 
creased in the next two years. The 
woollen and worsted manufacturers 
bought more heavily directly from the 
growers this season than ever before, 
paying fairly high ‘prices. The de- 
imand is largely for worsteds, and the 
finer grades of woollen goods, but is 
rather slow at present, and the total 
of orders thus far taken is below ex- 
pectations; but this, it is hoped, will 
be remedied when the duplicate re-or- 


ders commence to arrive. The out- 
look is only fair at present, as there 
is a possibility of the stoppage of 


many looms for lack of work to keep 
them running. 

In iron and steel there is more of 
a disposition to speculate as to the 
future of the trade, New business 
has declined all round, but the 
plants are well provided with orders 
for the balance of the year, and speci- 
fications against old contracts are 
coming in freely. Tron continues very 
quiet, demand being of a hand to 
mouth character. The undertone as 
regards prices is less favorable, Some 
foundries are said to be seeking loop- 
holes for getting out of high price 
contracts placed early in the year. 
Trade in sheets, tinplates, bar iron 
and tubes is less active, and some 
falling of in inquiries for steel bars 
is noted, although in special instances 
this commodity commands a pre- 
m, 

Wire and wire products continue In 
heavy demand. Lead spelter and tin 
are weak. Copper is dull, and prices 
are weaker than heretofore. Stocks 
over sea are said to be light. There- 
fore it would not be surprising to see 
some sort of a buying movement com- 
ing from that quarter.

cial stringency which has compe sled 
the postponement of much contem- 
plated structural work. Yet, many 
western and southern cities report 
building operations in excess of last 
year’s, and as the harvests progress | 
there is more disposition to increase 


preparations for future needs, Retail 
stocks have been depleted by the cus- 
tomary bargain sales and prepara- 
tions for fall and winter trade indi- 
cate confidence in continued activity. 
At most points there is no complaint 
regarding collections, but reports from 
Canada indicate many requests for re- 
newals, Leading indusirial plants 
are well occupied, many mills having 
output sold far into 1908. Inquiry for 
pie iron has improved chiefly for 
small lots and promptly, considerable 
Bessemer iron being notably urgent 
But seareely 
any an be had earlier than October. 
In most sections of the iron and steel 
industry, conditions are normally 
more quiet at this time than any oth- 
er month of the year, and the moder- 
ate decrease in new business of late 
has received more atttention than the 
circumstances warranted because of 
the phenomenally active period pre- 
ceding, Conditions in the cotton 
goods industry continue satisfactory, 
some mills having contracts covering 
production of the next year, and find 
no difficulty in maintaining prices at 
the top. Some plants have been com- 
pelled to stop machinery until the 
production of gray goods caught up, 
but otherwise the industry is fully oc- 
cupied and prices are readily main- 
tained, One element of strength is 
the high position of the raw mate- 
rial, Weekly shipments of footwear 
from Boston again exceed similar fig- 
ures for last year, and the volume 
of new business has improved over 
recent preceding weeks. Yet buyers 
persist in a conservative policy oper- 
ating only in accordance with actual 
requirements, Business is more ac- 
tive in the west, St, Louis manufae- 
turers receiving orders more freely 
than those situated in New England. 
Leather is firmer than hides, chiefly 
hy curtailed tanning, few purchasers

TO PURCHASE THE 
KOOTENAY ROAD 


Important Negotiations in Prc- 
gress at Calgary to Open up 
Grand Country. 


Bulletin Special. 

Calgary, August 22.—Important ne- 
gotiations are in progress in the city 
between C, Hungerford Pollen and 
J. A. Harvey, of Cranbrook, B.C., and 
Mr. Dennis, of the C.P-R,, which will 
involve the transfer of the charter of 
the Kootenay Central Railway to the 
big company. 

Vice-president Whyte and Mr, Den- 
nis went over the route recently, and 
the present negotiations are the 
sequence. 

The charter was granted five years 
ago by the Federal house, and the 
promoters were a syndicate of Euro- 
peang who own large holdings of farm 
and mineral lands in the Kootenay 
valley. 

For some reason, probably — finan- 
cial, work was not started, and when 
the company was prepared to discuss 
active operations the government 
couldn't see clear to do much in the 
way of a subsidy, This checked the 
plans, and as the company’s only 
idea in building the road was to de- 
velop its holdings it was thought ad- 
visable to try to sell to the C.P.R. 

The route from Golden to a 
point on the Crow's Nest line, about 
175 miles altogether. 

It goes through one of the most 
fertile valleys in B.C., where bhun- 


is 


dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of timber stands undeveloped. 

There are wealthy mineral deposits, 
and it is said the farm and fruit lands 
are the very best. 

The construction of the line by the 
C.P.R. would add a valuable branch 
and give relief to the pressure on 
the Crow’s Nest line 

It is all a matter of price, but as 


the Kootenay company have so many 
other holdings they will probably not 
be too stiff. Without the road a lot 
of investments is tied up. Mr, Pol. 
len, who was seen, said he thought 
that the road would make 2 fine pay- 
ing one for the C.P.R., and would

Output has not Increased Since 
Last Winter Says Discreet

Calgary, August 22.—J. R. 
district viee-president of the 
Mine Workers Union of America In 
British Columbia and Alberta, has 
just returned from the meeting of the 
joint committe: gf miners and 
operators held in Banff. The joint 
committee has been sitting since 
August 12th, and the entire proceed- 
ings were marked by the greatest 
of good feeling belween the operators 
and miners,

tives were Sherman, Galvin and Me-

run smoothly,” he remarked, “but I 
think there might be a tittle strin- 
gency with domestic coal, Including 
the mines at Edmonton the output 
has not increased fifteen tons daily 
since Jast year, and the demand this 
year will require, 4 believe, a daily 
increase of about three thousand tons. 

“At the joint committee meeting, 
held in Banff. which I have just left,” 
continued Mr, Galvin, ‘there was 
more harmony between us and the 
aperators than ever before. Each 
side is getting on a basis of under- 
standing each other better, and they 
also anderstand their contracts and 
the operators better. The operators 
have also come to understand the 
men better since last winter,

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Mew Seperate School Third Street 


The new Separate School on Third 


street, which is to be thrown open te 
pudlic inspection tomorrow afternoon 
and will open for the sehool term on 
Monday recalls the fact that not the 
least of the glories of the west is the 
resolute effort made on every side to 
secure an excellent education for the 
boys and girls of today, who are to be 


the men and women of tomorrow. 
This determination to provide the 
best attainable is very manifest in the 
new Beparate School building, erected 
at @ Gost of $50,000, For attention to 
detail and modern equipment within, 
for simple elegance of architectural 
lines, for harmonious proportions and 


“dignity of conception the building i: 


everywhere noteworthy. As it stands 
in modern completeness, it is a cred- 
it te its architect, Mr, F, Decken- 
dorfer, who projected here his ideals 
for an educational institute for young 
and impressionable beings, and to the 
contractor, Robert Manson, who put 
the ideals into material shape with 
thotough workmanship. It is also 
a tribute in masonry to the Board of 
Trustees who planned its erection. 


Present and Past, 


The structure, which is of fine press- 
ed brick with granite trimmings, is 76 
feet wide by 120 in depth, With eight 
large classrooms, a well-equipped lab- 
oratory and library it affords excellent 
accommodation for the education of 
about 400 pupils. 

The frontage of the school land on 
Thitd street is less than schools usu- 
ally have, but the structure was de. 
signed to meet this difficulty, and in 
the rear two lots belonging to the 
senool provide recreation ground, 

It was under the old territorial leg- 
islation that the Kdmonton separate 
school district was first organized in 
1838 to meet the demands of Catholic 
citizens, desirous of some religious 
instruction in their educational sys 
tem—what Lord Elgin termed religion 
in education, ‘‘the necessary motive 
power” of all higher education, moral. 
material and intellectual. 

Ags ‘elsewhere in Canada the ex- 
penses of this system were to be met 
by the usual government grant to edu- 
eation and the proceeds from that 
portion of the school tax assessed 
upon property owned by Catholic rate 
payers, This has been gradually in 
credsing, particularly in recent years 

there being an increase during the 
past year. of $500,000 in property as- 
sessed for the Separate School, 

Catholic ratepayers were few in the 
beginning, and the  firat sehool on 
‘Tenth strect was small. It was tauglu 
by three nuns from the Convent, in a 
small building which was owned by 
them and rented to the school board 
for a purely nominal sum. 


Schoo! Branches Out. 


Both boys and. girls attended this 
school, until in 1894 a school for the 


older boys was opened on Third 
street, on the site of the present 
school. The object was rather to se 


cufe,separate quarters for Tthe old» 
boys than to provide more advance: 
clueation—for in the Tgith stree; 
Academy a high school course wa: 
given and pupils prepared for th 
teachers’ examination, W. J. Mae 
namara, now of Wetaskiwin, was thi 
first teacher, succeeded by the Messrs 
Monaghan and Connolly, 

Twenty-five boys attended _ thi 
classes here, @ fow going to the Higl 
School on College Avenue, and other: 
whose parents desired for them % 
higher or broader education, wer 
sent east to the Ottawa University. 
conducted by the Oblates, to Laval 
University, to St. Boniface College 
and others in Quebec. 

As Edmonton grew and its Catholic 
population increased the inadequacy 
of the old schools were very apparent 
to teachers, pupils and parents, and 
the school board slowly, but very 
certainly planned for the future, 
Two lots were bought on Third street 
and paid for a few years ago when 
Edmonton real estate was valued les 
highly tfan now, 

Real Estate Profitable. 

The investment was good, but the 
land space was limited, so the trus- 
tees further invested in some lots on 
the corner of Athabasca and Third 
street, where the Bowen residence 
was situated. It was planned to build 
a school here, but when a spur track 
running in to the warehouses, was 
built, this idea was abandoned. 

The ground was resold at a hand- 
some profit and out of the proceeds 
was bought last year two fine lots on 
Fourth street, directly in the rear of 
the little Third street echool, With 
this secured, and the continual re- 
quests of the Catholic citizens for ar 
adequate school going in to the trus 
tees, it was decided to erect a fine 
building immediately. 

Cost $50,000. 

To this end debentures were issuec 
to the amount of $50,000, which abou! 
represents the cost of the present 
building. Mr. Deckendorier was se 
cured as architect, the contract let 
to Robert Manson, and the result to. 
day is the handsome building com- 
plete in every detail. 

-The old school which appearea 
more than ever inadequate beside its 
newly glorious successor has met the 
fate of most of the old buildings in 
Edmonton. It has been trundied 
elsewhere. One fine day saw it mount 
ed on rollers on Fourth street, whenec 
day by day it made progress toward 
the new Church of the Immaculat: 
Conception on Kinistino avenue, 

School in Eest End. 

Deposited there on three lots bought 
last year by the board it has been 
renovated throughout, with a furnacc 
installed and will serve as a school 
for the younger children of that par.

Perhaps the first thing that im. 
presses itself upon a visitor to this 


school is the superb arrangements 


made for ventilation. Not only are 
the corridors high, wide and sunny, 
with tall windows at each end, but 
in every classroom, two large ventil- 
ators at once rivet the attention, A« 
in all good ventilation systems, one 
carries off the foul air, the other 
brings in a supply of pure air from 
the air chambers below, but they are| 
such generously-sized ventilators that 
they are a delight to the eyes that in 
offices, stores, public halls, churchor 
and even schools is so often hurt by 
an appalling stinginesa in the build. 
ets about the supply afforded of God's 
pure air. This is so abundant and 
so vital to the well-being of the hu- 
man mechanism—yet it is doled out 
to the average city-dweller as if it 
were a high-priced liqueur. 
Playrooms and Cloakrooms. 

The architect here has provided for 
this, as well as for another interest. 
ing feature—large, airy, well-lit 
cloakrooms that are in reality crose 
corridors between the classrooms and 
from which doors open into the 
classrooms, providing a separate en- 


trance for pupils, while the teachers’ 
entrance is from the main corridor, 
Down in the basement are three well- 
lit playrooms with concrete floors, for 
the use of the children in bad weath- 
er, One is for the girls, another for 
the small boys, a third for the older 
boys. 

Separate entrances have been pro- 
vided for the boys and girls, the girls 
coming in from the side door on 
Third street, the boys entering by a 
arge doot inthe fear. In sll ther® 
ire four exits to the school, and each 
floor is equipped with the hose and 
fire-fighting apparatus which will be 
ued by the boys in the fire-drill for 
pupils, 


Modern Equipment. 

Each class is fitted out with two 
electric bells, which communicate 
with the principal's. room. and the 
‘anitor’s. The staitways at either end 
of the building are so broad that four 
children could comfortadly walk 
tbreast on them, 


On the second floor is the labora- 


tory for the high-school pupils, It 
has the usual bewildering array cf

WHAT MR. CLARK | 
SAW IN THE WEST 


Editor of Saturday Night Gives 
His Impressions of The 
Great West. 


Mr. Joe T, Clark, the bright editor 
of Saturday Night, who was a visitor 
in Calgary the other day, is writing 
up the west in his readable week-end 
paper, and here is what he published 
on Saturday last. The article was 
accompanied by a splendid view of 
Eighth avenue: 

Everything in the Canadian West 
is done in a big way. There is Mo- 
thing small about the country or the 
people, Men make money in chunk 
and spend it by tne lump, The one 
cent piece has no status west of Lake 
Superior. If you buy a copy of & 
daily paper from a newsboy in Win- 
nipeg or Calgary he will always 
charge you five cents for it; or you 
can. get two or three different paper 
for the same coin; but both parties 
to the transaction scorn change, Ai 
Moose Jaw I stoped off half a day 
and attended the fair, They calle 
it a fair, but it was mostly a race 
meet, and one is rather surprised to 
find in the booming west the Ontario 
tendency to put a snug disguise on 
things. One would expect that if 
people out here in a big new country 
of their own making wanted to see 
some good horse races they would 
say so, and would get together and 
race their nags—but they don’t, They 
get up a fair and have “speeding in 
the ring.”’ They pretend they are 
coming out to see big pumpkins and 
crochet doilies, These exhibitions 
are held all along the line during the 
slack season before grain cutting, and 
one finds that little interest is taken | 
in anything but the “speeding,” and | 
that a good dee! of money is bet on 
the events in a quiet way, Wherever 
you go you meet with people “ihe| 
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want to bet—on cards, or horses, the 
speed of a train, or tomorrow's wea-|

desks, ete., were just being installed 

The principal’s room and a ryon 
for the teachers are also situated ot 
this floor, The floors throughout the 
building are of hard maple; the spac 
intervening between the blackboard: 
and surbase are of cement, In thi 
basement, are situated the two lava 
tories fot the pupils, large coal cellar 
air chambers and a. large comfortabl 
room for the janitor. 


These, air chambers belonging t 


the system of ventilation lead up t 
the roof and terminate’ in the oblong 
chimney-like shafts that on the build 
ing’s exterior add so much to the im 
posing lines of the architecture,

ther. The man who is so0king for 
trouble can find a poker game in al- 
most any town on the line, and he 
is politely allowed to see the limit 
Those who do not play, and who con- 
demn the practice, will tell you about 
the local game, and while cautioning 
you to keep clear of it are unable to 
conceal their secret pride in the fact 
that the town can hold its end up 
even in this respect. In one place 
A total abstainer told me in a tone 
‘of great satisfaction that he supposed 
there was as much champagne open- 
ed in his town as in any place be 
tween Winnipeg and the coast. These 
are among the evidences of prosperity 
in a new country, and not without 
significance. A bank manager has 
just rebuked the people of the west 
for spending too much money on 
pianos and cigars, but as you ride 
in the train and see a ranchman’s 
house, a solitary speck on an illimit- 
able plain, you can readily under- 
stand how a piano an organ or a 
music box of some sort would be 
regarded as an absolute necessity of 
the home, 

When the last race was over at the 
Moose Jaw fair there wag a rush te 
get down town, and farmers and thei) 
wives and daughters jumped into the 
"busses and paid a quarter each tc 
ride half a mile down hill. A simi 
lar crowd in Ontario would have con- 
sidered it a sinful waste to spend 
money to ride half a miles—especially 
down hill. 


The banks have shut down tight. 
The object of it is to stop speculation 
by starving it, and while the object 
is an excellent one, yet itis to be 
feared that the remedy is beingg ap 
plied with a severity that will injure 
much legitimate enterprise. When the 
bank reach a common agreement t 
shut down On money, it generally 
means that the local managers are 
allowed little, if any, discretion, and 
are compelled to stop the supplies of 
concerns that would prove very sue 
cessful ynder normal banking condi 
tions, but which go to almost certain 
destruction if deprived of the leeway 
that they need and were led to ex 
pect from the banks. As a conse 
quence of the new situation there is 
a migration just now of business mer 
to Winnipeg to interview those higher 
banking officials who alone have 
authority to extend credit in any 
apecial or large way, 

A bank manager told me, but de 


in to vouch for the accuracy of 
i 


the story, that such was the land 
boom at Saskatoon, that if the iots, 
sold by the per foot measure had each 
been occupied by three persons, the 
place would have a_ population of 
325,000. This is going some in the 
way of a town lot boom. Three years 
ago the site of Saskatoon was an un- 
broken prairie, Today it is a city 
with a past, and a future that has 
been discounted too far in advance. 
But it has its future all the same, and 
it ie bound to be a great one. At 
Regina—which used to be called 
Pile o’ Bones, but does not recall the 
name unless you méntion it—the visi- 
lor from the east sees a young city 
that makes a great impression on him 

Before the snow flies Regina is going 
to be just about the best paved town 


of its size in Canada, The mud 
there ia mnatice’’ glue. They are 
battering it down, however, and in a 


few weeks all the business district 
will be paved, and even Winnipeg 
will require to look to her credit, in 
the matter of ¢treet paving, Last 
year a Toronte man, who professed 
to be a friend of mine, tried to sell 
me a town lot in Regina, which for 
reason that do not affect Regina, he 
did not succeed in doing. In driv- 
ing about the place it occurred to me 
Ags a good idea to work up. a sort of 
landed proprietor’s interest in the 
scenery by viewing the lot which un- 
der other circumstances migh’ have 
belonged to me. It was somewhere 
near the site of the new provincial 
parliament buildings, These build- 
ings do not aa yet exist, except on 
the real estate agents’ maps, but we 
found the quarter section on which 
they will be erected. It is a very 
choice quarter section, and the pro- 
vince of Saskatchewan will there con- 
struct f group of buildings that wil 


be a credit even to s0 great a~ pro- 
vince. Bnt the site is as yet a 
plain. Away on the “horizon, hugging 


the sky-line, was “the lot that might 
have been mine, somewhere in the 
clutch of that. wast expanse—and a 
man could 4iot feel a sense of pro- 
prietorayip in such a lot any more 
than be could if he were to buy a 
ailfalof weter somewhere in the 
middle of Lake Ontario. The prairie 
Jot business has boomed for a year oF 
two, and people down east have done 
4, great. deal of buying that nobody on 
the spot would have done. These 
towns, of course, are all growing mar- 
vellously, but no town on earth could 
grow as rapidly as a real estate man 
could convert quarter sections into 
per foot frontages, 

The realestate story of Winnipeg, if 
printed, would read like an Alladin tale 
Perhaps it will appear in these pages 
a lfftle later on. To mention one 
case: An eastern man owned three or 
four lots in Fort Rouge, but threw 
them up rather than pay some forty 
dollars taxes, Four years ago these 
lots were sold forfour hundred dol- 
lars; three years agoi they sold for six 
hundred; last-yearathey sold for six 
thousand dollars. It is to be hoped 
the former owner will be spared the 
pain of reading these lines. 

Last winter the daily 
Winnipeg, Calgary and Edmonton 
were swollen with huge real ¢atiute 
advertisement, At present all this 
business is _at a standstill. The 
banks have shut;dAwn on tee game, 
and Lam, told that, sixty real ertate 
Wftices in Winhipeg litave taken out 
their telephones andvare going ty sum- 
mer fallow the town lots f-r the next 
season or two. They are going to let 
the people save up some money and 
tive the banks time iv ivosen up. It 
is the same all the way across the 
west. However, the real estate men 
need a rest and can afford to take a 
holiday. 

The common, ordinary copper cent 
which plays so important a place in 
the daily business of Ontario, is, as 
I have said, despised west of Lake 
Superior, Perhaps it would be truer 
to say that it was despised. One of 
the daily papers in Winnipeg tried to 
make the one cent piece respectable, 
but failed. That journal acivertised 
its copies for sale at one cent and 
boys went on the street loaded down 
with coppers for use in making the 
change—but the people would not 
take to the innovation, No Winni- 
peg citizen wanted to be seen accept- 
ing copper change from a child on 
the main street.

In- 
stead, he made arrangements with 
haif a Cozen different persons to buy 
half a dozen different properties, all 
of which, it afterwards turned out 
adjoine1. The result was that the 
retailecs in Winnipeg woke up one 
Sunday morning in the  knowledg: 
that Faton’s had bought out an en 
tire block of land on _ Portage 
avenue, It was a “side street’ then; 
it is now disputing supremacy with 
Main street. The store is more im- 
posing than the head store in To 
ronto, and already a large new wing 
is being added, They tell me in 
Winnipeg that the Robert Simpson 
Company is about to start a big store 
in that city close to Eaton’s, They 
tell me in Regina that Eaton's wil! 
have a store there before Christmas, 
and they tell me the same thing in 
Calgary. But of this point any tra- 
veller will be convincéd—a house that

| That Indians are Killing Them 


Guardians Are Put On 


Grounds Herd Will Not Last 6 Years. 


Fort Smith, Great Slave River, Mac- 
kenzie river district, June 30 (via 
Athabasca Landing, July  30).—Does 
Canada possess large herds of wild 
buffalo in its far northern country? 

Aré thete herds boing extern nated 
by» four-legged « by two-legged 
wolves? 

Is it not the duty of the government 
to take such action as will preserve to 
OCanada for all time to come the buf- 
falo who are ranging the unknown 
north? 

How best enn that work of preser- 
vation be done? 

These questions are brought before 
the people of Canada in concrete form 
as the result of an expedition taken, 
by official orders, by Inspector A, M, 
Jarvis, of the Royal North-West 
Mounted Police, who has just return- 
ed here 

Major Jarvis, who had been detail 
ed by the Commissioners of the R. N 
W. M. P., to report upon the wild 
buffalo in the far north, left Edmon 
ton on May 14 for Athabasca Landing, 
in company with Mr. Ernest Thomp- 
son Seton, the well known naturalist, 
and after a journey full of the vicis- 


situdes usual to travel in this section 
of Canada, reached Smith Landing at 
11.30 p.m, on June 7. 

The Cry of ‘ Wolves.” 

As the party proceeded north they 
were told repeatedly that wolves were 
destroying the buffalo in the northern 
country, The fact that his mission 
was known, that, as usual, in a case 
of this kind, the news of his coming 
had been mysteriously sent ahead of 
his arrival, and that aii the traders 
united in telling of the wolves, arous- 
ed the inspector’s suspicions The 
day after his arrival here he met the 
chiefs and hunters who knew the’ buf- 
falo country, told them that he had 
been sent by the government. to in- 
vestigate the question of the buffalo, 
and take steps to destroy the wolves, 
and that he must go in person to the 
buffalo country, 


And They All Made Excuse. 

At onee countless objections were 
raised, He was told that the whole 
country was under from one to five 
feet of water, that the party would 
not get a dry spot to sleep upon, that 
they would bedevoured by flies, that 
they would die of rheumatic fever, 
and that after all the buffalo might 
be hundreds of miles away, To all 
these objections Inspeetor Jarvis an-| 


swered iin th@ehabit of Jan officer of} 


the Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
He had his instructions, and he was 
going to carry out his duty, no matter 
what the obstacles or the difficulties, 

He wanted a guide of course; and 
equally of course he met again with 
vill kinds of difficulties. Like the peo- 
ple bidden to the marriage feast in 
the parable of the Scriptures, they all 
forthwith began to make excuse, The 
horses were all lost; wives and child- 
ren were sick and could not be left; 
contracts and promises, long since 
passed into the limbo of forgetfulness, 
were suddenly remembered and de 
claration made that “previous engage- 
ments” prevented 

And so the parley ng went for 
hours. Finally the chiefs promised to 
give an answer next day. But when 
the next day came the chiefs had dis- 
appeared, Their promise was swept 
aside in their desire to baulk the mis- 
sion of the missioner of the King, But 
Inspeetor Jarvis was not the kind of 
man to be baulked by a little thing 
like that, He persevered and finally 
five days later persuaded one Sousi 
Beaulieu, a half-breed of good repu- 
tation, to act as his guide, provided 
that the trip did not take more than 
& week and that a substitute was pro- 
vided to look after his nets at the 
fishing grounds during his nbsence. 

The Country is Good. 

Thus it came about that Inspector 
Jarvis, Mr, Thompson Seton and 
Beaulieu set out from here on June 
13 for the buffalo grounds. The first 
day’s journey was through a level 
country covered with mixed poplar 
and spruce; then came a number of 
swamps, but these were not as bad 
as expected, in one place only a true 
bog being met with. The party halted 
for the night at Salt river, 

The following day found the party 
travelling through @ magnificent piece 
of country rising té the upland known 
as Salt Mountain, This section is em- 
inently fit for settlement, The 
ground is a rich clay loam. The 
wrowth is chiefly black and white 
spruce, tamarac, aspen, poplar and 
Balm of Gilead, while birch and wil- 
low abound. As the country rises the 
soil grows lighter and jackpine, 
ground cedar and ground hemlock ap- 
pear. The pasture is fine. The trees, 
plants, vegetation generally, the ad- 
vancement of the season, the rainfall, 
the soil and the climatie conditions 
seemed about the same as in cmtral 
Manitoba. The only important Mani- 
toba tree not observed was the oak 
The French priest in charge of the 
mission told the inspector and Mr. 
Seton that oats, barley, potatoes and 
garden truck are everywhere success- 
fully grown, and that wheat was also 
suceessiully raised where careful 
farming was carried on. This was, 
it may be recalled, just what was 
said of Manitoba thirty years ago, 
There seems no reason to doubt that 
here is a new and a far larger Mani- 
toba lying ready for settlement as 
soon as it is made accessible by bet- 
ter means of transport. As the party 
rose to the ascent of Salt Mountain 
the country became diversified with 


oper glades and small lakes, recalling 
fhe west side of Riding Mountath. 
| First View of the Buffalo. 

\fhe story of the discovery of the 
firet herd af buffalo is thus told by 
Inapector Jarvis: “The traile, wallows 
and chips of buffalo became notice- 
able, but as they were old we gave 
them ‘only passing note, but when two 
perfectly fresh ones appeared we dis- 

unted to follow them on foot, 
Beaulieu stalked the animals just as 
he would w@ moose, and in about’an 
hour led Mr. Seton (who was armed 
with his camera) to an open glade, 
where in plain view were a herd of 
thirteen buffalo, two big bulls, one 
ealf of this year and the rest cows 
and yearlings. Their photograph was 
taken three times at sixty yards’ be- 
fore they became alarmed and ran 
off, Bear tracks abound everywhere, 
and that night Beauheu shet an old 
bear and two cubs within fifty yards 
of our camp. 

“In the morning Mr. Seton remain- 
ed in camp for purposes of photogra- 
phy, and Beaulieu and myself travel 
led all day until 10.40 p.m., when we 
eame on fresh tracks of what appear. 
ed to be a large herd. We tied our 
horses in the woods and followed 
along for about a mile through wet, 
swampy ground until we came in 
sight of a buneh, all of which were 
lying down except three big bulls. 
They were on a large salt lick. We 
crawled up to within (what we after- 
wards found by measurement to be) 
fifty paces of them. Tf took out my 
glasses, but owing to our position 
could not get correct count of them, 
After resting for a little while we both 
walked down into the open. 
I took out my pocket book and wrote 
down as follows: ‘Four big bulls, one 
yearling, four little calves, three two- 
year-olds and eight cows,” They then 
saw us and got up one by one and 
stared at us, showing how easily they 
ean be approached and killed. Beau- 
lieu then shouted and they galloned 
into the woods behind them The 
bulls were magnificent looking ani- 
mals, They had not yet shed all their 
whiter coat, but the cows were sleek 
arid fine-looking,”’ 

Wanted to Kill ‘‘Just One.” 

Then the half-breed guide gave an 
illustration of the methods of his race, 
Mr. Jarvis proceeded : 

“Before going into the open, Beau- 
lieu, who had his rifle along, said: 
‘Mon Dieu, Major! Let me kill him 
one cow!” T explained to him that 
we would be fined $500 and that 1 
would lose my position. He then 
said: ‘Let me kill him one for the 
government!’ but I would not permit 
wae 


= 


The inferenee is that if the inspec 
tor had not been along Beaulieu 
vould have committed slaughter 
“mong the ‘herd and = would have 
thought it no crime. 

Two Legged Wolves at Work. 

The conelusion that Inspector Jar- 
vis comes to as a result of his investi- 
gations is that as they had seen thir- 
ty-three buffalo and the fresh traeks 
of ten or twelve more, possibly bulls, 
n the woods, they had seen all the 
buffalo in that particu'ar district. But 
1e also reports that acareful investiga 
ion found very few traces of wolves 
und that he arrived at the decision 
that wolves are very scaree there, In 
‘act the is of the opinion that .the 
sonstant cry of “wolf” is a mere 
ruse to divert attention from the two- 
egged depredators who are really do 
ing the slaughter of the buffalo, The 
fact that moose are plentiful. gives 
the hunters an excuse to claim this 
egion as their hunting and trapping 
grounds.”” They go in ostensibly to 
kill moose and come out plentifully 
supplied with pemmican, but with 
very few moose skins. This is very 
suspicious to say the least These 
nen did all they could to pre- 
vent me going in and | consider it ne 
longer doubtful who is killing the Buf 
falo.”’ 


Should Preserve These Animals. 

Before proceeding upon his jour 
ney, Inspector Jarvis told the Fre: 
Press representative that be thougm 
the government should be urged a 
any cost fo preserve these animals 
His idea would be that the country 
between the Peace, Slave aud Hay 
rivers as far down as Fort Resolutio: 
shouid be set apart for a government 
park, It would be far wiser to do it 
now than later, when gettlement be 
gins, and if at any future time th 
government should decide to throw it 
pen for settlement they could do so 
but in the meantime the — buffal 
would have been preserved. Ther 
are spots of country which, if seen by 
vow-lmen ffom the American side 
would send them crazy; thousand 
upon thousands of tons of hay ear 
be got by just patting in the machin 
ind horses. There is also splendic 
shelter for cattle and loads of timbe 
or sheds and buildings. 

“Unless these animals are giver 
protection now,” said Inspector Jar 
vis, “I am sure it will be the san 
is hapenped thirty years ago furthe) 
south, Canada will wake up to the 
fact that the buffalo are extinct anc 
hey will wonder how it was done 
Now, when a novice can ereep uy 
to within fifty paces of a band of 1: 
ind 20 of thein, how easy it would b 
‘or a good hunter to kill every one o 
them. I am of the opinion that th 
buffalo are is danger not from wolve 
but from the poachers who live at 
Smith Landing in the summer time 
but who could be easily controlled by 
a local patrol police, I have so re 
ported to the Commissioner and havi 
recommended that if it is the wish «1 
the government to protect the buffal: 
resident guardians be placed upon th: 
grounds, otherwise the buffalo wil’ 
not last five years.”’ 

Inspector Jarvis has proceeded t 
the Cariboo Mountains in search o 
other Muffalo_and will eventually pro 
ceed to Fort Herschel,

Indianapolis, August 23.—William 
Taylor, former governor of Kentucky, 
whose extradition has been sought 
by the authorities of that state since 
the asstesination of Governor Wim: 
Goebel, seven years ago, tonight gave 
out a signed statement which he says 
is the first public statement he has 
made since leaving his native state. 

Makes a Statement. 

He first dissecta the pro®ise of im- 
munity said to have been offered him 
recently should he testify in the 
Powers’ case, and then makes a 
proposition to the Kentucky authori- 
ties to return to his home state and 
stand trial of the charge against him- 
self if granted certain guarantees 
The statement says: 

“For more than seven years T have 
borne in silence the slanders and 
persecutions of those who robbed me 
of what Heaven knows was my own, | 
and who. to conceal that crime against 
libetty, and for no other reason, in- 
dicted atid drove me into exile, 1} 
trust an indulgent publie will permit 
me now to break that silence. 

Can Not Grant Immunity. 

“Commonwealth Attorney. Robert B. 
Franklin knows that I have fully 
testified in the Powers case “by de 
position This testimony ix a part 
of the record of the case and is ac- 
ceptable to him at all times. He 
knows, too, that he had a right to 
cross-examine men at the time I gave 
it, and did not do so, He knows 
that neither he nor any o.ner officer 
or combination of officers in Ken- 
tucky has the legal power to grant 
such immunity, and then were I to 
return under such promise of im- 
munity I would have been arrested, 
denied bail, and, like Mr, Powers, be 
subjected to nothing less than a mock 
trial by a partisan court before a) 
packed partisan jury, and with a) 


ful incentive to conviction. 
Demands a Guaranfgee. 

The law is clear that Mr. Franklin 
wv any other officer has no power to 
promise immunity.

Fastened on State of 
Montana. 


Butte, Mont., Aug. 23.—It is probable 
that in no other state in the Union are 
the operations of the Standard Oil Com 
pang more widely diversified or better 
understood than in Montana, Here that 
company is found engaging in mining, 
lumbering, general merchandising, rail 
roading and so on, through its various 
branches and subordinate companies 
And here it is they say that to stop 
railfoad rebating to the giant octopus 
at this time, without also driving out of 
the field of railroad ownership, will be 
simply water on the Standard’s wheels.
